PURCHASE PRECEDES MERGER. 

(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW YORK, May 6.—It is stated by 
the Herald that the recent purchase 
of the Ann Arbor Railroad from the 
Wabash interests was for the Detroit 
Southern, and that the two lines 
shortly will be merged. While the 
ownership and management of the 
Ann Arbor and Detroit Southern 
will be distinct from the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton system, sim 
lar interests are identified with both 
systems. Inability to combine them 
is due to the fact that the Detroit 
Southern and the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton are parallel roars. 

A harmonicus working arrange- 
ment will, it is adtied, be ontered into 
by the two systems. The Detroit 
Southern will be run into Toledo over 
the tracks of the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton. A new directorate 
will shortly be announced for the 
Ann Arbor road. The line runs from 
Toledo, O., to Frankfort, Mich., a dis- 
tance of 292 miles.

PARIS, May 5.—The Japanese repre- 
sentatives here continue to make al- 
most daily visits to the ‘Foreign Of-

ect for a State Dog Protective Asso- 
ciation,” said an experienced owner 
yesterday. “The prime factors are to 
prevent dog stealing and poisoning and 
to adequately punish the perpetrators, 
for dogs are recognized by our State 
laws as personal property, and are as 
much entitled to police protection as 
any other class of personal property. 
The idea for such an association is not 
nev; for it has been tried and proven 
the most effective way of protecting 
dose in several States. 

“The parent association was that of 
Minnesota, organized in 1896, when the 
Kicndike mining boom was on and 
hordes of prospectors passed through 
the northwestern cities, and recognized 
the fact that dogs were the beasts of 
burden in that mining country, so 
there was a systematic effort to steal 
is ones to be shipped to the Klon- 
e. 


It didn’t take the sportsmen long to 
frame a pian of that made dog 
stealing an unhealthy business. In the 
first three months of the life of the 
Minnesota society thirty-one dogs were 
stolen from members, but twenty- 
eight were recovered and the remain- 
ine three were accounted for as killed, 
and the city rock piles of St. Paul and 
Minneapolis gave work to a score of 
dot thieves. The society made it im- 
possible to steal a dog and get him out 
of the State. 
“The subject of dog poisoning is 
very hard to deal with, for the people 
who poison are worse than 
thieves, yet are usually on a higher so- 
cial plane than thieves, and it is easier 
to cover up their tracks. But person- 
ally I would stop dut one degree short 
of taking the life of a person who pots- 
onec a dog. I like dogs and don't like 
aman who does not like dogs, but I 
wlll admit that some dogs are better 
than their masters. I would like to see 
a State Dog Protective Association 
started in California, and it should be 
inaugurated while so many fanciers 
from all over the State are in attend- 
ance at the big dog show next week. If 
other owners are interested in calling 
a public meeting I will meet with them 
and assist in every possible way.

“The society should give no reward 
for the return of the dog, but shoud 
offer a reward for the detection of the 
thief or any person concealing the 
stolen animal. This policy is found 
most satisfactory elsewhere. 

“With such a society in working con- 
@ition it Is ext to impossible to stec! 
a dog, and keep him concealed. The 
dog diagram, when intelligently em- 
ployed is an almost certain tracer. The 
markings on the stolen dog are in- 
serted in phe diagram sent broadcast 
ta the members of the society and the 
police, who are thus furnished with 2 
picture of the animal. This, together 
with the mame he responds to and his 
he'eht and weight, make identification 
very easy. In mie formation of such 
an organization one of the principal 
things is to secure a good attorney as 
a member, one who will prosecute dog 
thieves to the full limit of the law. 
There are no doubt many such lawyers 
in this city and State, men who love a 
rod and a gun, and admire a dog, 
who will employ their best efforts for 
the animals’ protection. 

“Along with the bench show there 
might be annual field trials, but this 
is a detall which can be discussed 
later. The society should be distinctly 
social in its scope and no profit ha- 
ever should be derived from it. The 
meetings would bring together a large 
number of gentlemen lovers of ani- 
mals and outdoor life, and at each 
meeting the good and bad points of a 
given breed of dogs could be discussed. 
This would result In great improve- 
ment of the canine pets in California.

A Woman Can Dress Well on Sixty- 
five Dollars a Year, Says a 
Statistician. 


[Boston Dispatch to Chicago Trib- 
une Sixty-five dollars a year can 
clothe a woman properly.” says a re- 
port given out by Edward Atkinson, 


the statistician. 
Mr. Atkinson's report was prepared 


by three women expert stenographers 
whom he appointed as a commission of 
incuiry. He thus tells the story: 

called upon three women of great 
intelligence, Who are expert stenog- 
raphers, to make a list of all the gar- 
ments and accessories required to dress 
to cover a period of four years, #0 as 
to include the wear of outer garments 
for four years and the others for a less 
term. These lists were prepared and 
averaged. 

“i then sent a single copy to each of 
the heads of four great department 
stores in Boston, requesting that prices 
be attached to each item. These were 
returned, computed and averaged. 

“Then a consultation of the three 
women followed. In going over the lists 
we made some reductions in the large 
cost of hate which it is their habit te 
trim for themselves, they buying the 
meterials;: also some accessories, such 
as belta, buckles, gloves, etc., to 4 rea- 
sonable average. 

"On then dividing the result of the 
four returns by four, to reduce it to one 
year. it proved that $65 per annum 
would pay the cost.”

The work of the society, which has 
hitherto been sadix hampered for lack 
of funds, should not be diminished, 
but greatly increased, for, as The 
Times has previously said, there is 
perhaps no city in the United States 
where such work is more urgently 
needed. 

There was recently published in The 
Times an account of a coursing match 
at Arcadia, which could scarcely fail 
to arouse disgust and resentment on 
the mind of any right-thinking person. 
It was told how unfortunate, agonized, 
half-starved hares were driven out of 
their boxes, to be torn piecemeal by 
eager hounds, sometimes being left 
maimed but not killed on the ground, 
with pitifully pleading eyes, one at 
jeast of the animals being found with 


Trarsportation charges must be fixed 
with a just regard to the owners, the 
employés, and the public. The inter- 
ests of nope can be disregarded with- 
out ultimate injury to all.” 

This is sound, wholesome doctrine. 
Coming from the Vice-President, it 
has a sort of semi-official character as

A committee of the Senate is now 
investigating the transportation ques- 
tion, especially with a view to arriv- 
ing at a solution of the rate-making 


problem. This committee is expected

We have been assured by cer- 
tain Senators that a bill will be re 
ported and passed at the next ses- 
sion which will be satisfactory alike 
to the public and to the railroads, and 
which will in effect settle the existing 
controversy regarding rates. It is de- 
voutly to be hoped that this optimis- 
tic prophecy may be fulfilled to the 
uttermost. But, as we have heard 
similar predictions before, it will per- 
haps be well to await developments 
before attempting to reach conclu- 
sions. 


WISE CONCLUSION. 

In deciding to use no more oll on 
unsurfaced streets, the Council has 
undoubtedly made a wise decision.

But the practice is expen- 
sive, and the results achieved are not 
so satisfactory as to warrant further 
outlay.

AILWAYS AND THE PUBLIC. 

Vice-President Fairbanks, in his 
address of welcome at the seventh 
session of the International Railway 
Congress, made some pertinent, 
though general, observations bearing 
upon the ‘subject of rate making. 
While recognizing the important part 
which the railway has played in the 
advance and development of civiliza- 
tion, Mr. Fairbanks declared it to be 
“not unnatural that abuses should 
arise.” He expressed the hope that 
“a spirit of justice and ampler knowl- 
edge may lead to the removal of the 
present defects and the prevention of 
eviis in the future.” 

This hope will be shared by all 
fair-minded men, including both own- 
ey and patrons of railroads. Justice 
to all is the only policy that will bring 
lasting peace and satisfaction. It is 
a grave mistake to assume, as has 
been assumed in some quarters, that 
the government in the prevailing con- 
trovers: over the fixing of rates is 
actuated by any desire or any inten- 
tion to do injustice to the railroads. 
On the contrary, the aim of the gov- 
ernment is to do ample and exact 
justice, so far as is possible, to the 
railroads and to the people. The wild 
talk of “confiscation” has no founda- 
tion in fact. To intimate that the 
government of the United States 
could be guilty of trampling upon in- 
dividual or corporate rights, is to cast 
an unwarranted imputation upon the 
integrity of the government. An 
that is desired or intended by the 
government in this matter is “a 
square deal.” 

“The railway, by its very nature,” 
as Mr. Fairbanks so well expressed 
it, “is charged with great public 
duties. It ts in the highest sense a 
public servant, and must discharge 
its functions with impartiality, giving 
to all whom it serves just treatment. 
Equality of service is the predicate 
of good relations between the rail- 
way and the public. It is of the ut- 
most importance,” he continued, “that 
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practicable experimentation upon the 
streets. Experiments ma be con- 
ted on a small scale, to determine 
the quality of oil required, and the 
best earth-material to be used to se- 
cure the best results. 

After the Council and the Superin- 
tendent of Streets shall have made 
sure that they are right, let them go 
ahead with the work of converting 
our dusty and unsightly streets into 
smooth, serviceable thoroughfares, 
which will be a real credit to our 
beautiful and progressive city. The 
people will willingly bear the expense 
of well-constructed streets, but they 
are getting somewhat weary of pay- 
ing for costly experiments from 
which they obtain no satisfactory re- 
sults, 


HE BLINDNESS OF DUNNE. 

It seems that the Mayor of Chi- 
cago is a blind man. If not totally 
blind, he has had an awful attack of 
strabi mental and moral, as well 
as physical strabismus. 

“Mayor Dunne, for three hours this 
afternoon,” said a Chicago dispatch 
dated May 4, “rode through the down- 
town streets in a buggy, and on his 
return to the City Hall declared that 
he had seen no violence, and believed 
the police to be fully able to cope 
with the situation.” 

Being blind, (and perhaps also 
deaf,) of course the Mayor of Chicago 
cannot read the newspapers, nor hear 
tne roar of the rioting, punctuated by 
the discharge of firearms, although 
these disturbances occur sometimes 
almost within the shadow of the 
City Hall. 

It is a misfortune to be blind and 
deaf, but it is sometimes very con- 
venient. 

On the same day that Mayor Dunne 
sallied forth and saw no violence, 
about forty persons were injured by 
rioters in the streets of Chicago, some 
of the injuries being fatal. For sev. 
eral days preceding Mayor Dunne's 
famous ride the murders committed 
in the streets of Chicago were two 
or three daily, to say nothing of the 
thirty to fifty persons maimed each 
day. 

On the same day that the Mayc 
took his memorable ride, a meeting 
was held by Levy Mayer, attorney 
for the Employers’ Association, and 
some of the strike leaders, including 
President Shea of the Teamsters’ Un- 
ion. An Associated Press dispatch 
tells the result: 

“Attorney Mayer asked President 
Shea on what terms be would call off 
the strike. 

“Shea replied: ‘We will call the 
strike off on condition that the em- 
ployers discharge all the non-union 
men they have imported and take 
back the old men in their places.’ 

The employers can't accede to 
that demand. replied Attorney Mayer.

They were brought to 
Chicago to work at a peaceful and 
lawful occupation, and no law was 
violated in employing them and set- 
ting them to work. In refusing to 
discharge them and reémploy the 
strikers, the employers exercised a 
lawful right. 

“We answer that we have the right 
to attack them wherever found.” This 


was Shea's idea of the rights of Amer

The world’s wheat 
yield for thirteen years has just been 
published by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. From 1891 to 1964 the yield of 
wheat has grown 30 per cent, and 1881 
was a good year and 1904 a poor one. In 
1891 there were produced 2.2.22. 
bushels of wheat. In 1964 the crop was 
‘hushels. Increase, 730,- 
082,000 bushels. 

This is almost exactly an increase 
of % per cent. in thirteen years. This 
is for the world. The world’s popula- 
tion grows about 15 to 18 per cent. in 
tnirteep years. - The United States 
grows as much as M per cent. in that 
time, Nurope averages about 10 per 
cent.—not over. Asia grows leas rayp- 
idiy. On the average, about 10 to 12 per 
cent, a decade is all the average growth 
in the’ world’s population. The wheat 
product has grown twice as fast. So 
to speak, two loaves grow for one baby.
